Three weeks later, the Betty turned irpin a 
secret port op the coast of Lebanon. On its 
prow was a new name. The cargo was grate; 

The Lebanese government sent troops to 
seize the wayward freighter, but the Betty — 
now the Five' Star’ — supped back oat to sea 
and disappeared for a month. Then, on Fri- 
day, Greek authorities seized a ship called 
Ares in the port of Piraeus near Athens. Un- 
der the name Ares on the prow were the faint 
outlines of previous names: Malaga, Black Ea- 
gle, Five Star and Betty. 

The Betty, like dozens of freighters during 
the last year, had been taken over by pirates. - 
. Not old-fashioned buccaneers, shipping in- 
dustry sources say, bat sophisticated mer- 
chant pirates who buy aging freighters to steal 
their valuable cargoes, which they smuggle 
into Lebanon and sdL 

“This has happened to 30 ships, maybe 
more," said Samir Baroudi, a Beirut lawyer 
who attempted to have the Betty seized ou 
behalf of some of the owners of her cargo. 
“We're talking about cargo worth $150: mil- 
lion, arid that's a minimum." 

Boy colt Declared 

More than cargo is involved. The Saudi 
government, ang ry at Lebanon’s inability to 
protect Saudi merchants’ goods, has pro- 
claimed an unprecedented boycott of Leba- 
nese products and'Lebanese shippers. 

The Lebanese government of President Bi- 
as Sarkis, still struggling to establish authority 
over its fragmented and fractious country, has 
been deeply embarrassed by the exposure of 
Lebanon as a smuggler's heaven with 18 unof- 
ficial pons operating without any customs ser- 
vice. Several local politicians have been 
accused of collaborating with the pirates: 

And officials in the shipping industry, once

2 Soviet Experts Warn on Nuclear Power

MOSCOW. Oct. 15 (NYT) — 
Possibly for the first time in the of- 
ficial press, two Soviet scientists 
have warned that government plans 
to satisfy the Soviet Union's grow- 
ing energy needs with nuclear pow- 
er could create serious ecological 
and safety problems. 

“There is no doubt of the histori- 
cal necessity and great potential of 
nuclear energy.'’ wrote the scien- 
tists. Nikolai Dollezhal. a member 
of the Sovjet Academy of Sciences, 
and Dr. Yuri Koryakin, an econo- 
mist. in this month's issue of Kom- 
munist. the Communist Party's in- 
fluential theoretical journal. “But.” 
they went on. “good measure 
should be emphasized with respect 
to this just as with anything else." 

Current plans, they said, call for 
atomic reactors to supply 10 per- 
cent of the electricity generated in

Military Activity

Mr. Dollezhal and Dr. Koryakin 
also acknowledged that current 
methods of storing, transporting 
and recycling nuclear fuel are not 
free of risk. 

They made it clear throughout 
their article that they do not oppose 
nuclear power and applauded the 
fact that the - Soviet Union now 
plans to move ahead with it faster 
than any country in the West. 

But they acknowledged that in 
the Soviet Union, as in the United 
States, there were problems and 
long delays in developing new nu- 
clear technology — ■ fast-breeder 
reactors that would develop fuel, 
highly toxic plutonium-239 as fast 
as they burn uranium. 

Only last spring, in a comment 
on the Three Mile Island accident 
in the United States, Anatoli Alex- 
androv. president of the Soviet 
Academy of Sciences, said the Sovi- 
et Union would forge ahead with its 
nuclear program, including breeder 
reactors. 

His two colleagues writing in 
Kommiroist said plans to put into 
operation powerful commercial 
fast-breeder reactors using sodium 
as a cooling agent would not be re- 
alized until the end of the century.'

' Refused to Obey Order

The only 1980 primaries to 
be held earlier are in New England, 
where Sen.

Both yesterday's poll and the re- 
sults of Saturday's voting, which 
were closer than the Carter leaders 
had expected,' showed the fragility 
of Mr. Carter’s grip on FIorida.

Random -in lerviews with voters at 
two caucuses found many examples 
of people whose main reason for 
voting was their opposition to Sen. 
Kennedy. E.T. Wood, a Su Peters- 
burg, carpenter, said. “I know the 
Kennedy family and admire them, 
but l*m not supporting this one." A 
voter in Tampa, who dedined to 
give her name, said, “Jimmy Carter 
is a good man. and Ted Kennedy 
has a bad-record behind. him that's 
not forgotten." 

Thejiewspaper poll suggested the 
potential of the Kennedy-Carter 
fight for splitting the Democratic 
coalition. Blacks. Catholics. Jews 
and young persons gave pluralities 
to Sen. Kennedy, while whites. 
Protestants, the * middle-aged and 
the elderly favored Mr. Carter. Add 
that to the character vs. competence 
conflict and the Democrats have 
the makings of quite a fight.

The company needs 
them to alleviate its cash-flow prob- 
lems. both because of direct savings 
and because such an agreement 
might help convince Congress that 
the company has earned federal aid 
by virtue of self-sacrifice from top 
to bottom.

Treasury Depart men t and the 
LI AW has indicated willingness to 
explore it in the negotiation*. 

In its initial proposal to Chrysler 
last July when the Big Three bar- 
gaining started, the UAW said it 
wus not seeking a dominant role but 
rather to assure that “the interests 
of workers would be put up front, 
side by side with the economic well- 
being of the corporation, when deci- 
sions are made." 

ln addition to representation on 
the board of directors, it sought “es- 
tablishment of committees at vari- 
ous levels of the corporation com- 
posed of worker representatives 
who 1 will have equal authority with 
management in reaching decisions 
of all types." These would include 
“plant location [and] dislocation, 
product planning, capital spending, 
pricing policies, production plan- 
ning. quality control, health and 
safety and overtime utilization." 

UAW' President Douglas Fraser 
has since reiterated his interest in 
the proposal, and a union spokes- 
man called it “very definitely a se- 
rious demand." 

Normally, the UAW seeks a 
breakthrough on new issues at one 
company, then strives to win them 
industrywide in future bargaining. 
Often, the UAW. with 1.5 million 
members, also sets precedents for 
other labor organizauons. 
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Belgrade Judge Fines Djilas for Role in Publishing

BELGRADE. Oct 15 (WP) — 
Yugoslav dissident Milovan .Djilas 
was fined 10.000 dinars (about 
$5301 today after being convicted of 
violating the country's information 
law in connection with his involve- 
ment in the publication of*an un- 
derground literary magazine. 

The 68-year-old former wee pres- 
ident. once one of President Tito’s 
closest friends, was given 15 days to 


pav the fine. If he fails to do so, he 
will .be sent to prison for 30 days. 

After the 20 -minute hearing be- 
fore a Belgrade magistrate's court, 
Mr. Djilas told foreign correspond- 
ents that be did not recognize the 
court's decision and preferred to re- 
turn to prison rmber than pay the 
fine. He was last released 'from jail 
in 1967. after serving three prison 
terms totaling nine years, and this 
was his first court appearance since. 

There was a possibility, however. 


that Mr. Etjilas’s wife would pay the 
fine on his behalf.

First U.S. Failure 
OfOralVaccine 
For Polio Cited- 

ATLANTA Oct 15 (UPl) — The 
National Center for Disease Con- 
trol has reported the first known 
failure of oral polio vaccine. In its 
latest Morbidity and Mortality 
Weekly Report, the CDC said that 
an 11-year-old boy who had 
received Tour doses of lhe vaccine as 
an infant died of polio. 

The death occurred more than a 
year ago and touched off an exten- 
sive investigation to isolate the type 
of virus involved. The CDC said 
that the boy's death was due to bul- 
bar poliomyelitis caused by a wild 
polio virus (not vaccine-related). 

“This is the first known OPV 
foral polio vaccine] failure in an 
otherwise normal patient who had 
received, in the United States, fat 
least] three vaccine dose&" the 
CDC said. 

Oral polio vaccine is at least 95 
percent effective when the recom- 
mended three doses are taken, fed- 
eral health officials said. 

The CDC also reported that this 
year the United Stales experienced 
its .first epidemic of polio since 
1972. It said that through Sept 21 
there have been 23 cases of polio. 21- 
of them paralytic.

OFRA, Israeli-Occupied West 
Bank, Ocl 15 (NYT) — More than 
a thousand rightist Jews fanned out 
before dawn today from 25 settle- 
ments on the occupied West Bank 
and set up illegal, makeshift out- 
posts at 40 rites to demonstrate 
their deinand for^expanded Israeli 
settlement on Arab lands. 

All day, the settlers evaded Israeli

protest was called in response to 
yesterday’s Cabinet decision to allo- 
cate 1.125 additional acres on the 
West Bank for the expansion of sev- 
en settlements, but to avoid seizing 
privately owned Arab land In the 
process. Only state-owned land is to 
be acquired, under the ruling. . 

Palestinian leaders on- the West

Zambia, Angola,

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Ethiopia Charges 
Fraud bj Somalia 

NAIROBI, Ocl 15 (AP) — 
Ethiopia accused Somalia yesterday 
of issuing misleading reports on the 
number of refugees in Somalia in an 
attempt to obtain funds from inter- 
national relief agencies. 

The Ethiopian government radio, 
monitored here, said that recent 
Somali statements on refugees were 
“malicious distortions, designed to 
hoodwink world public opinion 
. j. . with a view to extracting as 
much financial assistance as possi- 
ble from international organiza- 
tion's." 

The radio said that assistance was 
needed, instead, for victims of the 
war that Somalia and Ethiopia 
fought in Ethiopia’s Ogaden Desert 
lost year. Somali officials said last 
week (hat a million refugees have 
crossed into Somalia from thtOga- 
den and are still entering the coun- 
try at the rate of 1 .000 a day.

Police said 
Mr. Sanchez Casas, 37. was seized 
while walking with his wife and two 
children. 

He is believed to have, assumed 
the leadership in April after Madrid 
police killed his predecessor. Juan 
Carlos Delgado de Codex. Mr. San- 
chez Casas is accused of ordering 
more than 30 assassinations, includ- 
ing a bomb attack that killed eight 
persons in Madrid three months 
ago. 

Also arrested in the raids, police 
said, were 19 GRAPO militants, in- 
cluding information chief Isabel 
Maria Aparirio and the guerrillas' 
bomb- maker. Juan Manud - Perez. 
Eleven of the 19 were women. 

Since the start of the year, GRA- 
PO has reportedly claimed responsi- 
bility for the deaths of a supreme 
court judge, a rightist politician and 
nine other civilians, an army gener- 
al. five paramiliiaiy Civil Guards 
and 11 policemen. "

Brezhnev Hailed

MOSCOW. Oct. 15 (AP) — Prav- 
da. marking the 15th anniversary 
today of the 'announcement that 
Leonid Brezhnev had replaced Nik- 
ita Khrushchev as the Communist 
Party secretary, said that Mr. Bre- 
zhnev’s administration has followed 
a true Leninist course and made the 
Soviet Union stronger. 

’ Without naming Khrushchev, 
who was toppled from the party 
leadership on Ocl (4. 1964. a front- 
page editorial said that on that date 
the party cast aside the evils of 
“subjectivism” and “voluntarism.” 
The terms refer to attempts to make 
grandiose accomplishments without 
a sufficient practical baas for prog- 
ress. 

• The editorial said the country's 
current leadership style avoids 
“self-satisfaction, showing off and 
an uncritical relation to work.” In 
the last IS years, it said, experience 
had shown that the party’s “tested 
Leninist course” guaranteed “a con- 
stant strengthening of the might of 
our socialist motherland and a 
strengthening of its international 
positions.” 

Khrushchev died in 1971. In 
June. 1977, Mr. ‘Brezhnev became 
head of state, while continuing as 
the party leader. 

Yesterday Soviet' television reran 
the 1964 segment, first broadcast in 
1977. of a year-by-year history of] 
the Soviet Union. The segment con- 
centrates heavily on Mr. Bre- 
zhnev^ background and accom- 
plishments.

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Toward a Stable Turkey 


The most encouraging result of the just- 
completed Turkish by-electtan that will likely 
lead to the replacement of Premier Bulent 
Ecevit by' Suleyman Derairel is that the army 
did not intervene. The Turkish army has 
been the guardian of national stability since 
democracy took root in the 1940s and there 
is no reason to think that it would have hesi- 
tated to act if it thought conditions warrant- 
ed it. Military intervention goes against the 
grain of Western democratic traditions, but 
Turkey is the chief protector of Western in- 
terests on NATO's southeastern flank. It is 
better, of course, if Turkish stability grows 
out of the fertile soil of its democratic institu- 
tions and a resurgent economy. But the West 
needs a stable Turkey with a strong army. 

*■ * * 

The West — especially the United States — 
must keep Turkey’s ■ economy from crum- 
bling and to keep its military machine from 
rusting into oblivion. A number of steps have 
been taken including a $1.57 billion loan 
package put together by the OECD, a $327 
million credit from the International Mone- 
tary Fund, a $160 million World Bank devel- 
opment loan, and a $407 million commercial 
loan facility to finance imports. But they are 
small steps given the magnitude of the prob- 
lem. Turkey is $14 billion ig.dfebt. It's going 
to take a lot of restructuring and a lot of 
additional money to get the Turkish econo- 
my. which was booming in the early 1970s, 
back on track again. The recession of 1972 to 
1975 and the great oil-price increases that be- 
gan in late 1973 have put the Turks up 
against the wall. Turkey now pays more to 
import oil than it is able to earn from ex- 
ports. 

The Ecevit government has asked the Eu- 
ropean Economic Community for an $8 bil- 
lion loan. The request was exaggerated in 
terms of what could be realistically expected, 
but it did not exaggerate the Turkish need,' 
which indeed is difficult to overstate. It is 


equally difficult to .exaggerate the strategic 
importance of Turkey to the West. It is not 
only the land base for 30 percent of the elec- 
tronic intelligence the United States gathers 
on the Soviet Union, but it straddles the Bos- 
phorus and the Dardanelles and 'only the 
Black Sea separates it from some of the Sovi- 
et Union’s richest oil fields. The U.S. arms 
embargo against Turkey, imposed in 1975 
because the Turks' used U.S. arms in their 
invasion of Cyprus, and finally lifted last 
year, has already damaged Turkish pride and 
confidence in the United States. Turkey and 
the United States are currently negotiating a 
new military cooperation agreement to re- 
place the one that expired Ocl 9 and it 
would be wise of the administration, and the 
Congress despite the pressure imposed by the 
Greek lobby, to be generous. 

A change of government in Ankara should 
have little or no effect on Western policy. 
Ecevit’s left-of-center Republican People’s 
Party and DemirePs Justice Party have alter- 
nated in power for decades and both have 
steered the pro-Western course charted by 
Kemal Ataturk, the founder of modem Tur- 
key. The danger in Turkey is governmental 
paralysis rather than a sharp turn toward the 
East. Because of the proportional representa- 
tion system used, no Turkish government is 
likely to win a majority in parliament. If De- 
mire! succeeds Ecevit he will head a coalition 
with the National Salvation Party, which is a 
fundamentalist Moslem body and the nation- 
alist Action Party, which advocates union 
with Turkish minorities in Iran and the Sqvi- 
et Union. One conjures up Iran’s Islamic rev- 
olution and ethnic turmoil in thinking of the 
trade-offs they might demand for their sup- 
port. But to their credit, both Ecevit and De- 
mi rel have governed in the past with such 
partners and despite serious breakdowns in 
order and almost continuous terrorist inci- 
dents, they have - avoided total anarchy. 
Whichever of them runs Turkey, he should 
do so with Western support. 


Connally on the Mideast 


John Connally’s speech on the Mideast is a 
telling measure of how U.S. debate on this 
central issue is developing. No previous can- 
didate for a major party's presidential nomi- 
nation had staked out a position so opposed 
to the traditional line. Mr. Connally offers 
no deference to the “Jewish lobby." attack- 
ing the current Israeli government’s policies 
head-on. He dares to couple the Arab-Israeli 
dispute to oil. declaring that the one must be 
solved for the sake of the other. He goes far 
beyond the customary warm and vague as- 
surances that the United States has long of- 
fered Israel and its other friends in the region 
and states that “a strong military presence" 
must be established. 

* * * 

In brief, Mr. Connally’s first major for- 
eign-policy statement is an interesting one, 
not confined to conservative sloganeering. It 
essentially expands on the contribution that 
Jimmy Carter has made to U.S. debate and 
policy on the Middle East. Basically. Mr. 
Connally has taken the Carter policies — rec- 
ognition and security for Israel, territory and 
a Palestinian solution for the Arabs — and 
tried to move them past the point where the 
administration seems to be stuck now. That 
point is. of course, the Palestinians’ refusal 


even to nibble on the Camp David plan for 
Palestinian self-rule: 1 

The question is whether Mr. Connally 
could do any belter with his new plan. With 
the slickness a sitting president cannot possi- 
bly emulate, he would terminate Camp Da- 
vid and start a “new process” covering not 
only the Arab-Israeli dispute, but oil as well. 
His linkage is bold but not entirely per- 
suasive. The trouble is not simply that he in- 
vites blackmail by making this linkage explic- 
it. for a certain linkage exists whether it is 
made explicit or not. The trouble is that it is 
a fantasy to think that peace alone — with- 
out the most strenuous U.S. exertions in con- 
servation and new production — will bring 
“a return to stable oil prices in real terms.” 
An Arab promise of price stability in return 
for peace would be a fraud. 

* * * 

We suspect nonetheless that the Connally 
positions — upholding Israeli security in 
pretty much the old borders, opening the 
door to Palestinian moderates while occlud- 
ing extremists, offering regional military 
guarantees for reasons of peace and oil alike 
— represent one possible future wave of U.S. 
opinion and policy.

Languages Unlearned 


In a crowded third-floor classroom, the 
junior high school’s sole surviving teacher of 
French is packing in the students, 39 at a 
time, and still has to turn dozens away. 
Throughout the United States, the stories are 
similar: Classes in Latin, Spanish and other 
languages are being cut from school pro- 
grams — reversing a trend in the 1960s 
toward more language studies. It is not that 
students dislike language studies: the cuts are 
mostly in response to budget problems and 
io a general lowering of Foreign language re-' 
quirements of colleges. 

Unfortunately, too many financially 
pressed school -boards and administrators, 
charged with mandates to revive “the 
basics,” have not made the connection be- 
tween the study of Latin or other languages 
and improvement in English. As a result, the 
foreign language class becomes a “frilL” 
lumped with woodworking, music, art and 
other worthy subjects that necessarily take a 
back seat to the three Rs. In some urban 
school districts, authorities argue further that 
their students need to learn standard English 
before they tackle any other vocabulary and 
grammar. 


Perhaps. But still other inner-city educators 
claim that i may native classes in Latin, for 
example, have been enormously helpful in 
improving the English-language skills of even 
some of their poorest students. Latin studies 
also have helped Spanish-speaking students 
learn English. And a recent report in The 
Wall Street Journal noted that in Philadel- 
phia, Latin programs have been expanding 
for more than a decade to include elementary 
schoolchildren. One study there showed that 
fifth- and sixth-grade students who had stud- 
ied Latin had performed at a full grade high- 
er than their counterparts who had not. 

* * * 

There are other reasons for preserving and 
expanding foreign language studies, not least 
the value of this kind of knowledge in a 
world of -increased travel and growing eco- 
nomic interdependence. The rigidity of 
budgets may continue to take its toll on lan- 
guage instruction, but the U.S. failure to ex- 
pose its young to foreign tongues is a short- 
sighted and unfortunate educational policy.

The Kennedy campaign will rally 
the old crowd whom Carter eclipsed 
in 1976 as a candidate but has never 
mastered as president. The ground

Until now, the United States and 
other Western governments have 
kept a relatively ldw profile in the 
Cambodian crisis, apparently hop- 
ing that Vietnam could be persuad- 
ed by quiet diplomacy to be reason- 
able. When President Carter was 
asked about the situation at his 
press conference last week, he spoke 
of the starving . millions but then

But they apparently hope that it 
and its Vietnamese backers will .re- 
spond as aid actually arrives. In any 
event, they have rightly decided 
that it is better to gel help to some 
people without waiting for an end 
to negotiations.

seaside — the Liberals at Margate 
on the North Sea, Labor at Brigh- 
ton on the English Channel, the 
Conservatives at Blackpool on the 
Irish Sea. 

They debated questions of inter- 
nal organization, of domestic eco- 
nomics and of foreign policy. They 
have passed scores of resolutions. 
Yet. one. issue (hat seems pressing 
to many foreigners, the troubles in - 
Northern Ireland, has been given 
only a grudging place on the. par- 
ties* agendas, and those who nave 
.challenged government policy have 
been treated as eccentrics if not as 
outright pariahs. 

“Ulster is forbidden topic." said 
a former Labor minister, “unless 
you support the consensus." . 

The consensus, which cuts across 
party lines and which appears to 
embrace both party activists and 
uncommitted voters, holds that 
Britain must keep troops in North- 
ern Ireland indefinitely because the 
Protestant majority and much of 
the Roman Catholic minority want 
them there, and that union between 
Northern Ireland and the Irish Re^ 
public is out of the question for the 
foreseeable . future because the 
northern Protestants fear it and op- 
pose it. 

Unchallenged Propositions 

These propositions have survived 
unchallenged the assassination of 
Earl Mountbatten of Burma, the 
ambush of .a British para troop unit 
at Warren point on the Ulster-Ire- 
land', border, the words of Pope 
John Paul II at Drogheda, where he 
challenged the British and Irish 
governments to prove to terrorists 
that violence was not the only 
means of effecting change, and the 
party conference season. 

At the Conservative conference, 
the party leadership found no time 
in the schedule for a debate o‘n Ire- 
land. The rank and file, given the 
opportunity to chose.a topic on its 
own. did not even consider Ireland. 
And there was considerable debate 
within the circle of advisers suc- 
rounding Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher as to whether she should 
even mention the subject in her 
closing speech. 

She devoted only two minutes of 


her 50- minute speech to the silua- 
■ lion in Ireland. “We who believe In 
the one true freedom — freedom 
under the law — far outnumber and 
outweigh in the strength of our re- 
solve those who set out to murder 
and to maim," she said. "No end 
could justify such means. The Brit- 
ish government is doing everything 
possible to strengthen the security 
forces in the fight against the men 
of violence. . 

“Our goal is the same peace for 
which the pope appealed so mov- 
ingly during his visit to Ireland. To 
all the people of the province of Ul- 
ster. I repeat this pledge: We do not 
forget you. we will not abandon 
you. We must and we will find a 
way of restoring to you more con- 
trol over your affaire.- Wc must and 
we will find a way to peace for your 

deeply troubled part of our United 
Kingdom." 

Scientists Reject 
Shroud of Turin 
Hoax Theories 

LOS ALAMOS. N.M.. Oct. 15 
(UPl) — Scientists who tested the 
Shroud of Turin last year say they 
have eliminated hypotheses that the 
14-foot cloth is a hoax. “We've 
proven that all (he ways 'we can 
think of [to perpeuaic a hoax] 
aren’t, credible." said chemist Ray- 
mond Rogers of the Los Alamos 
Scientific Laboratory. 

He spoke at a news conference 
Friday conducted by five of the 40 
scientists who examined the shroud 
in Turin, Italy, for six days lastOc- 
tober. The scientists are preparing 
results or their studies for publica- 
tion in scientific journals, probably 
early next year. 

They said that it would probably 
never be possible to establish posi- 
tively that the cloth was used to 
cover the body of Jesus after his 
crucifixion. “What the scientific 
methods do is put you in a position 
to disprove hypotheses, not to 
-prove anything." one or them said. 

Markings on the. long-revered 
shroud depict a man who has been 
scourged and cruqjfied. “My gut 
feelings is, yes. it is the burial cloth 
of Christ." said Robert Dinegar, a 
Los Alamos chemist.- Episcopal 
priest and member of the shroud 
-study team.

Finding a Consistently Good Prix-Fixe Meal in Paris 


By Naomi Barry 

T)ARiS{IHT) — One can eat very 
r well in Paris, that nobody can 
deny. However, at a good Paris res- 
taurant these days the cost is likely 
to decimate the appetite. 

Consequently., to stumble on a 
pearl of little price like Chez Toi ou 
Chez Moi is such a bonanza that 
one does not know which aspect to 
stress first, the finesse of the cuisine 
or the lightness of the bill. 

In this 35-seat restaurant 6 n the 
far fringes of the 18th arrondisse- 
ment. everybody is treated alike. A 
ori.x-fixe of 45 JO francs buys the 
daily special, a five course meal pre- 
senting hors d* oeuvres, fish, meat, 
cheese with salad, dessert. Bever- 
ages and service are extra. 

Some budget-sharp entrepreneurs 
try to get away 'with bad food by 
having a lot of variety. Here, on the 
contrary, the fish is a noble variety 
and fresh. The other night ir was a 
filet of turbot, napped with a sabay- 
on sauce perfumed 1 with tarragon. 
The medallion of beef was tender, 
full of flavor, and from a top sup- 
plier. 


The chef derides the menu, which 
changes daily. Having dispensed 
with the multiple choice system, 
waste' has been eliminated from the 
kitchen enabling the restaurant to. 
start each day afres^- Furthermore, 
the situation back-at-the- range is a 
one-man operation. 

Fearful of a flash -in the. pan! I 
went twice in five days. The second 
.dinner was a notch above the first, 
being more harmoniously com- 
posed. although. both were imagina- 
tive and delicately prepared. 

The witty procession of dishes 
belied the economical prix^-Gxe. 
There was a reminiscence in style, 
without being copy cat. of some of 
the gem restaurants of noaveUe cui- 
sine. Certain flavors- were elusive, 
hard to define unless explained, but 
right on target. 

The aspic of sweetbreads and 
barely cooked vegetables contained 
some maichs Licks of rutabaga. Usu- 
ally rutabaga is regarded as hatefuL 
and - associated with dire days of 
deprivation. But the chef bad want- 
ed to see if he could make some- 
thing of it By macerating the ruta- 


baga first in good olive oil he trans- 
formed iL 

Food of this kind of fantasy and 
finesse at a 45.50 francs prix fixe 
suggests a master band. The hand 
belongs to 25-year-old Michel Der- 
ban who is not entirely unknown to 
Paris gourmets. 


Change of Metier 

Six years ago Derban came to 
Paris from Avignon to haute cou- 
ture pattenuhaking. He met a bum- 
ingly ambitious young: chef so pas- 
sionate about his profession that 
Derban was motivated to change 
metiers. 

Six months later his friend Jean 
Jacques Jouteux opened Les 
Semailles, which shot to the fore- 
front in Paris as a brilliantly inven- 
tive example of nouvel/e cuisine. As- 
sistant to Jouteux in the tiny kitch- 
‘en was Derban. 

Last January during Les 
Semafflra* annual dosing, the pair 
made a triumphal tour to the UJL, 
cooking well-applauded invitation 
dinners in Miami, Detroit and New 
York. Jouteux and Derban over the 
years had been a good working tan- 


dem, even though - restaurant 
kitchens are notoriously violent 
places. 

Not long ago, however, because 
of a misunderstanding, Derban, 
who had not thought about going- 
on his own, walked out and answer- 
ed the first ad In the Help Wanted 
column. It was a call for help from 
Chez Toi ou Chez Mol a trial effort 
of a young woman decorator who 
thought of a restaurant in terms of 
eggplant- lacquered walls, wine-col- 
ored lace tablecloths, and a hired 
chef. In her first two months, tire 
already had seen come and go five 
unsatisfactory cooks when Michel 
Derban knocked on the door. 

Derban look over the marketing, 
planning and kitchen but an- 
nounced his whereabouts to none of 
Les SemaDles* clients out of respect 
to Jomeux. However he was consid- 
ering going back when some old 
customers who had been looking 
for him came to dinner.

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Opposes Allocation 

Mr. Volcker said be opposes a 
formal system of credit allocation 
because allocation would create too 
many distortions in the economy. 

He said it would be unwise to tiy 
for a balanced federal budget in the 
next fiscal year, even though such, a 
move would help restrain inflation. 
“I do not think that at this particu- 
lar juncture, although I think it’s 
possible, it would be wise to take 
that kind of drastic fiscal action.” 
he said. 

Asked why. he conceded that an 
end to deficit spending “would have 
quite an easing effect on financial 
markets,” but he added that it 
would also tend to restrain econom- 
ic growth and bold back gains in 
personal income. 

Mr. Volcker said he sees reason- 
able grounds for lower increases in 
prices in the next few months. He 
said that energy prices, which have 
contributed -about 3 percent to the 
nation’s 13-percent inflation rate, 
should begin tapering off. He said 
that the Fed’s new measures were 
intended to see that the tapering off 
of energy prices is reflected in the 
general inflation picture. 

The Fed, he said, was concerned 
that the inflationary' surge earlier 
this year would be translated into a 
quickening of wage increases, which 
would have had a more durable im- 
pact on inflation than did the ener- 
gy price increases. He said he feels 
it is important to guard against new 
wage increases. 


The Fed’s new program, he said, 
is designed to improve short-run ex- 
pectations of inflation while build- 
ing a foundation for long-term im- 
provement on inflation. It is also 
designed to enhance the reasonable 
prospect of a rather sharp improve- 
ment in the U.S. balance of pay- 
ments position in the next three to 
six months, he said. 

Mr. Volcker said the Fed does 
not intend suddenly to ease up on 
its new tight money policy just be- 
cause there might be improvements 
in the inflationary situation, but he 
would .not rule but the possibility 
that there could be a future easing 
of interest rates even while the tight 
money policy generally remains in 
effect. 

<4 I think the action we 
took. . .reflects a strong and united 
determination on the part of the 
Fed to stay the course,” he said. But 
he stressed that the new policy em- 
phasizes controls on the supply side 
of credit, by increasing reserve re- 
quirements for bonks, rather than 
on the demand side as reflected in 
interest rates. 

“It is important to remember.” he 
said, “that a decline in interest rates 
is not in itself symptomatic of an 
earing of monetary policy” or a 
lessening of the determination 10 
control inflation.

T HIS is Frances FitzGerald's 
first book since “Fire in the 
Lake" (1972), for which she

This one is an ex- 
tended essay on UiL-hisiory text- 
books for secondary-school stu- 
dents. At first, one might wonder 
whether a great young talent is 
being wasted on a comparatively 
trivia) topic.

And 
who cares about discarded text- 
books from the 1840s, 1890s and 
1930s?

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Breakthrough on China Heartens IOC 
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LONDON. Oct. 15 (UPI) — The 
decision by China and Taiwan to 
accept membership in the interna- 
tional soccer federation on the fed- 
eration's terms represents a major 
breakthrough that will almost cer- 
tainly result in both nations com- 
peting in next year’s Olympic 
Games, an International Olympic 
Committee source said today. 

At an executive committee meet- 
ing of the federation, known as 
FIFA, in Zurich on Saturday. Pe- 
king undtTaipei both agreed to tiie 
membership requirements. China 
will be known as the Football Asso- 
ciation of the People's Republic of 
China, and Taiwan will be called 
the Football Association of Taipei, 
according to FIFA. . 

Taiwan has also agreed to change 
the Hag and anthem it uses in order 
to avoid a political clash with Pe- 
king, a FIFA spokesman said. 

Until now, Taiwan bos insisted 
that its full name — the Republic of 
China — as well as its national an- 


them and flag be used at all spoils 
events. 

The reported agreement follows 
the exact formula ’suggested by the 
IOC at its executive board meeting 
in Puerto Rico in June for the read- 
mission of China to the Olympics as 
well as for the continued member- 
ship of Taiwan. ‘ 

- "If this decision is confirmed, it 
represents a tremendous break- 
through,*' said the well-placed IOC 
source. 

"This is exactly what the IOC 
proposed and there has been great 
response from the international 
sports federations, who are trying to 
implement it. and support from 
IOC members, some of whom were 
skeptical at firm," th'e source said. 

Lord Killanin. the IOC president, 
who drafted the formula, said in 
Dublin today that he planned to 
visit Taiwan on his way to Nagoya. 
Japan, for an IOC executive board 
meeting at the end of this month. 

Participants of the Oct. 22-24 
meeting will draw up a definite pro- 


posal on the China question on 
which the IOC's full membership 
will vote, either by postal ballot or 
at its next Tull session before the 
Winier Olympics in Lake Pladd, 
N.Y.. in February. 


Criticism in Taipei 

TAIPEI. Oct. 15 {Reuters) — 
Two sports officials on Taiwan have 
criticized the FIFA report. 

Shen Chia-ming. president of 
Taiwan’s Olympic Committee, said 
in a statement that the announce- 
ment of the new name was made 
without prior consultation. He said 
it was not only a violation of 
FIFA's charter and the Olympic 
spirit but also political discrimina- 
tion. 

Gen. Wang To-nien. chairman of 
the Republic of China Football As- 
sociation. said: “FIFA violated its 
own rules in admitting the Chinese 
Communists as a tempohiry mem- 
ber and allowing them to compete 
in the 1982 World Cup.''

There’s More to Bugatti Than Cars 


By Susan Heller Anderson 

L ondon cnyt) — Bugatti 

means cars to most people, 
but the family name first achieved 
fame with Carlo BugaLti. the de- 
signer of flamboyant furniture. 
Carlo beggt Ettore. the automo- 
bile designer, and Rembrandt, a 
successful sculptor of animal 
bronzes who committed suicide at 
the age of 30. 

Euore fathered Jean, whose 
Btraaiti design innovations led to 
refinements in other automobiles. 
Jean also died at the age of 30. 
killed when he .wrapped his Bu- 
gatti around a tree. His death 
ended this remarkable dynasty, 
whose love of exotic excess and 
disregard for mass markets pro- 
duced some highly originaL 20th 
century design. 

For the first time, the contribu- 
tions of these three generations of 
Bugattis are grouped in one exhi- 
biuon at the Royal Collie of Art. 
Entitled "The Amazing Bugatti si" 
the show gives equal importance 
to- the furniture, sculpture and 
cars — more than 205 items, in- 
cluding silver and objets tTart, 
photographs and drawings, 
posters and engine components.

Moorish Furniture 


Carla the patriarch, was bom 
in Milan in 1856, the son of a 
sculptor. Educated in the fine 
arts, he turned to cabinet making, 
and created elaborate furniture 
that was much in demand during 
-his lifetime. Photographs show 
him as on arresting figure in self- 
designed clothes — loosely fitted 
trousers under a knee-length nar- 
row frock coat with gold-edged 
buttons, topped by a -boater-style 
chapeau. 

His earliest furniture, circa 
1880. is Moorish in. style and dec- 
orated with inlays of metal, ivory 


and mother-of-pearl, pierced and 
fretted wood, and hammered cop- 
per and repousse brass. The de- 
signs became less elaborate 
■ toward the end of the century 
‘ with his -increasing use of vellum 
and geometric forms, particularly 
the ancle. Stilly furniture was of- 
ten- festooned with macrame and 
tassels, heightening the Arabic ef- 
fect. and it was often painted with 
stylized insect motifs. 

Carlo's great tour de force was 
a suite of Tout roomS designed for 
the 1902 decorative arts exhibi- 
tion in Turin, which is reproduced 
in photographs at the Royal Col- 
lege show. Vellum was wrapped 
around wood frames, often 
spheres and ovoids, giving the ii-' 
lusion of molded plasticity. After 
the Turin exhibition. Carlo ' 
moved to Paris and concentrated 
his energies on designing smaller 
objects — silver tea services, urns 
and objects d’art in animal 
shapes, vellum boxes and mirror 


frames overpamted with dragon- 
flies and grasshoppers. 

The appeal or this theatrical, 
opulent Finrtirure has increased in 
recent years, according to Martin 
Summers, an art gallery director 
who has lent several pieces from 
his own collection to the exhibi- 
tion. "We're not collecting as in- 
vestment,” he explained, "but 
buying it because it’s exotic and 
beautiful." Two large pieces were 
lent by Elton John. .

Carlo intended his younger son, 
Rembrandt, to be trained as an 
engineer, but it was Ettore the . 
elder child, who was to excel in 
that field. Rembrandt, a success- 
ful. self-taught sculptor enamored 
of animal forms, studied first at 
the. Jardins des Plantes in Paris 
and later at the Antwerp Zoo. 

The prolific artist executed 
rrtore than 200 works •during his 
15-year career. 30 of which are on ' 
display. 

One is an elephant seal that he 
gave to his older brother, Ettore, 
who transformed it into an em- 
blem for the Bugatti Royal e. per- 
haps the rarest of the Bugatti au- 
tomobiles. The prototype had a 
15-foot wheel bast. Only six of the 
cars were builL 

Ettore. who initially aspired to 
be an artist but was' discouraged 
by what he felt was his younger 1 
brother's superior talent, began 
his career as ’an apprentice .cycle- 
maker. Soon, he was racing en- 


Et tore’s child. Jean, refined the 
body design even further, stream- 
lining front and tear ends, adding , 
dedicate scalloped edging on fend? 1 
eis and creating undulating fend- 
er lines reminiscent of reclining 
females. After Jean was killed, Et- 
.tore lost interest in the business. 
The factory was finally sold after 
the war. 

Now, the last of the line is 
L'Ebe. Ettore’s oldest child, 
whose .name is the phonetic Ital- 
ian pronunciation of her father's 
initials. Miss Bugatti was on hand 
here last week at a preview of the 
exhibition, given by Moet et 
Chan don. its co-sponsor, along 
with the newspaper, the Observer.
